COLLEGE GOVERNORS’ 
CLAIM, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


A summons was listed,'in which the Most 
Rey. John Dignan, D.D., Bishop of Clonfert: 
the Right Rev. Timothy J. Joyce, P.P., V.G., 
V.F., Clontuskert; the Rev. John Madden, 
P.P., Killimore; and the Rev. James 
Cogavin, Ballinasloe, Governors of St. 
Joseph's College, Ballinasloe and trustees of 
the Madden Endowment; and the Most Rev. 
l'homas O'Doherty, Bishop - of Galway, 
claimed against Mr. Edward Rothwell, auc-

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DUBLIN FRAUD CHARGES. 


EVIDENCE OF 
DETECTIVES. 


THE ARREST OF 
COLEMAN,

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND A 
JURY.) 


E trial of William Henry Coleman, 
[stectrica engineer, on charges connected 
with a fire at 22 Charlotte street, entered 

on its fourth day yesterday. : 

Coleman is charged with having set fire 
to the premises and stock, made a fraudulent 
claim for £20.000 (or part thereof) on the 
New Ireland Assurance Co. in respect of the 
property, and also with having submitted to 
tho Court of Bankruptcy a statement of 
affairs in which there were material om1ssious 
in respect of assets. , 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State Solic- 
tor) prosecuted 

Mr. J. M. FitzCerald, K.C.; Mr. C. 5. 
Campbell, K.C., and Mr. Nolan Whelan (in- 
structed by Mr. D. H. Charles) defended. 

Edwin Arthur Trump, an officer of the 
Customs and Excise, produced documents 
dealing with the import of an Alfa Romeo 
motor car for the accused man. The car 
was vulued at £109 14s. 6d., and duty was 
paid on it on llth October, 1930, to the 
amount of £36 11s. 6d. 

Captain Wellington Moloney (of Messrs. 
Adam, auctioneers) gave evidence as to 
Coleman having entered into negotiations 
with him for the purchase of the house, 25 
Merrion square, which had been put up for 
sale by public auction Coleman said he was 
acting on behalf of a Mr. Alexander Ander- 
son, of London, who wished to purchase pre- 
mises in Dublin for use for medical purposes. 
Witness and Coleman discussed the feasibility 
of converting the upper part of the premises 
into flats and the rents they would be likely 
to fetch. A contract was entered into later, 
and on 3rd June, 1932, witness got a draft 
for the deposit of £687 10s. and fee £137 10s. 
—a total of 

B. Murphy said that in October, 1931, he 
became an apprentice to the accused man, 
and worked at 22 Charlotte street with 
another apprentice and two workmen. He 
did not go into certain rooms. upstairs, and 
never saw anyone going to them except Cole- 
man and, perhaps, a workman occasionally. 
The rooms included what he understood to 
be an X-ray room. In June, 1932, on Cole- 
man's instructions, he assisted at the dis- 
mantling of a motor boat at Ringsend, 
taking out the cabin and engine. Coleman 
took away parts of the cabin in a Vauxhall! 
motor car. Witness was next engaged at 25 
Merrion square, taking down old bell wires, 
etc. A workman named Phelan and another 
apprentice were also there. Witness was 
engaged at Merrion square until April of this 
year. During that time he saw articles being 
brought to the house either by Coleman or 
by carters, including baths, sinks, electro- 
medical equipment, etc., and.saw rooms being 
fitted up with various types of baths; one 
room with a surgical chair and a large operat- 
ing lamp, and three flats made upstairs. 
Coleman worked in the place himself 
occasionally. 


DETECTIVE’S VISIT. 


Witness, continuing, said he saw Coleman 
the day after the fire at 22 Charlotte street, 
which occurred on the night of 29th January. 
Coleman did not say anything about the fire, 
but asked witness if he had enough work at 
25 Merrion square to be going on with. 
Witness said he had, and he remained on at 
25 Merrign square. He was outside the hall 
door there about 12.30 p.m. on 22nd April 
when Detective Inspector Lynch. arrived and 
spoke to im. As a result of what the 
detective said, he went into the house and 


man wanted to see him, that the man said 
he was from the E.S.B., but that witness 
thought he was a detective. Coleman 
frowned, and said “ Is that so?” Coleman 
then turned to a labourer named White, and 
said : ‘‘ You are working for Anderson,” and, 
to the other apprentice, he said: '' You are 
working for Phelan.” Coleman, who was 
wearing dungarees, then went into the office. 
and witness, with the labourer and the other 
apprentice, went down the hall and opened 
the door. Inspector Lynch walked down 
the hall after speaking to the labourer, 
Coleman had vot gone out by the hall door 
from the time the Inspector had arrived some 
ten minutes before.” 

Mr. McCarthy— Was there any way out ex- 
cept the front and back way!’—Not that I 
know of, 

Was there not, in fact, a ladder rumning 
from the basement to the roof ?— Yes. 

Mr. Fitzgeraid said that was what was 
called an inspection chute. 

The witness said that he and Inspector 
Lynch went out the back way, where there 
was a detective. 

Next day, 23rd April, witness was going 
home about 6 p.m, when he saw Coleman 
with a lady in a Fiat motor car near is 
house. Coleman got out and asked witness 
what had happened at 25 Merrion squace 
the previous day. Witness told him that 
the detectives had looked round the place 
and ‘had statements from him and 
White, the labourer. Coleman then said 
there were papers in 25 Merrion square 
which he wanted, and witness offered to get

Jt was driven by Coleman, who 
opened the door and the lady stepped in. 
Detective Officer McEvoy grasped Coleman 
by the shoulder. Coleman drove on, but the 
police car got in front of him, causing him 
to stop.

CONTEMPLATED. 


BRITISH MINISTER'S 
STATEMENT. 


Mr. Walter Eliiot (Minister of Agriculture), 
at a meeting of the Conservative -Parliamen- 
tary Agricultural Committee at the House of 
Commons last night, indicated that further 
«action to deal with the 
milk is contemplated 
He stated that he was unable at present to 
make any far-reaching statement regarding 
the meat position, But, he added, wholesale 
prices of beef are still far below remunerative 
levels, and no Minister could be content to 
let the situation rest where it now stands. 

In the regulation of meat imports into 
Great Britain, the interplay of various sources 
of supply has gone far during the past yéar 
to nullify the regulation which was aimed at. 
‘These various sources of supply, however, are 
being better understood as experience in the 
working of the schemes is gained. The meat 
situation retjuires the unremitting attention 
of the Government while. present conditions 
persist, and I can assure you that that atten- 
tion is certainly being given. 

With regard to Milk, Mr. Elliot said that 
the milk market scheme suffered from the fact 
that manafactured milk products, such as 
butter and cheese, came on the British; 
market at such unremunerative prices that 
liquid milk had to carry an undue burden. 
liquid milk was by far the most important 
form. in which to consume milk products, 
and the attention both of the Government 
and the Milk Marketing Board would be 
devoted to the most desirable aim of 
puomoting and expanding, if possible, the 
consumption of hquid milk. 

The situation with regard to imports of 
milk products, he said, is engaging my close 
attention, and it will continue to do so. 


AGRICULTURAL POSITION,

Lord Lloyd, speaking “last night at Man- 
chester with reference to Japanese competi- 
tion, declared that they were meeting a trade 
typhoon, and that what Manchester was feel- 
ing to-day Bradford and Birmingham might 
feel to-morrow, unless prompt’ and vigorous 
action was taken by the Government. 

The recent debate in the House of Commons 
left them doubtful as to whether the Govern- 
ment had any determined plan to deal 
drastically with so urgent a situation as that 
created by Japanese trade. 

“In the last nine months Japan actually 
exported for the first time more piece goods 
than Lancashire,” he said. The Japanese 
had a virtual monopoly in Tanganyika. In 
Egypt it had been officially reported that 
their phenomenal progress had completely dis- 
located the market. ds Beira to Suez every 
wharf was choked with Japanese bales. 

“It does not matter how much Lancashire re- 
organises; she cannot compete against low- 
aid Japanese labour and seven days a week 
abour.’’ 

After a reference to imperial defences, Lord 
Lloyd said: “We ask for nothing that a 
National Government cannot perform if it 
has courage and faith. The country is weary 
of conferences, of compfomise and com- 
placency, and only desires vigorous and bold 
action, in tune with the greatness of the 
moment.”’

“ Now,” said the speaker, ‘‘ apparently, our 
country has set itself definitely to injure and 
perhaps disrupt the Empire which, with all 
its faults has had an influence for Chris- 
tianity, liberty and civilisation greater than 
any other human association. e have deli- 
berately dishonoured our Treaty pledges; we 
have lost the welcome formerly accord 
Irishmen in England; we have. almost 
irreparably damaged our trade. We are 
separated from our fellow-countrymen in the 
North, and are in the process of having 
placed between us and the world a Gaelic 
culture which, in spite of its antique beauty 
and romantic charm, is dying in the West. 
It is a mine of inspiration for poetry and 
literature, and a splendid study for anti- 
quarians and patriotic Irishmen, but not a fit 
medium of expression for a race which pre- 
tends to a world mission. The twilight of 
Gaelic does not express the mentality of the 
modern lrishman, blended as he is of many 
races. I, for one, bitterly resent be.ng thrust 
back into Tir na n-Og; still more do I deplore, 
as a Christian, a national policy based on 
hate. Ireland can never prosper till she aban- 
dons hate as the mainspring of her policy.”

I sup the existence of a land 
frontier invariably leads to more attempts 
at evasion of Customs regulations than 
a sea boundary, and there is no doubt 
that many articles are smuggled under 
these “circumstances,, not so much on 
account of ‘their intrinsi¢ value as 
out of sheer bravado.

The second collection was so large 
that they thought all the rats were surely 
exterminated by that time; but still the 
tails kept coming in, until the city fathers 
became suspicious, since ‘they could 
not believe there had ever been so many 
rats and mice in Tondern. » The matter 
was handed over to the police, who soon 
found that thousands of, mouse and rat 
tails were being smitiggled. across the 
frontier from Schleswig. aturally the 
rewards were stopped immediately.

RARE ANIMAL DIES FROM 
WOUNDS. 


A bull Ure ox, one of the rarest animals 
in Europe, has died in the Jankowicy Forest, 
near Pszczyna, Poland. ' 

The bull, a two-year-old animal, had been 
Seriously wounded in an encounter with a 
three-year-old rival, states. Reuter from 
Warsaw. 

Owing to the rarity of the species, which 
lingers on only in the Carpathian and Tran- 
sylvanian forests, surgeons performed an 
operation in the hope of saving its life. 

Twenty men took two hours in mastering 
the bull and trussing it up that the 
surgeons cleanse and up its 
stomach. 

The wounds were, however, too serious, and 
the bull died two days later. 

In the Jankowicy Forest there are, only 
eleven Ure oxen. These, with the oxen in 
the Bielowtezh forests; are under the protec 
tion of the Government, and none may be 
hunted or killed except by special authority.

PROHIBITION OF IMPORTS. 


It was not generally known that additional 
business, amounting to nearly £250,000, 
accrued to Free State bakeries as a result 
of the almost complete prohibition of imports 
from outside the State. Of the total turnover 
of bread, over £1,000,000 was in the hands 
of nine firms. and at adaitional sum of 
£1,000,000 was in the hands of less than fifty 
firms. Sixty bakeries, therefore, controlled 
two-thirds of the total bread production in 
the State. The inquiry would have partica- 
lar reference to the ordinary or standard Joaf, 
sold in 4lb., 2lb. and llb. loaves. 

Mr: Lawson stated, in his evidence, that 
the prices of goods and services which 
entered into the cost of the loaf were less 
now than they had been in 1926. Most of 
the costs, however, were heavier than they 
were seven years ago. This was accounted 
for by the fact that the output had 
diminished, with the natural result that the 
cost per sack or per loaf was necessarily 
higher. He gave details as to the prices of 
various kinds of bread, and the profit on the 
sales. . 

Mr. O'Leary said that the population of 
Dublin had increased by 14,000 since 1926, 
and it seemed curious that the output had 
diminished. 

Mr. Lawson replied that not all the in. 
creased number might be bread-consumers. 
When times were bad, people reduced their 
food supplies. 

The Chairman said that the price of bread 
in Belfast Jast April was 54d. and in Dublin 

Sd. per loaf, The man in the street might 
be inclined to say to the Dublin bakers: ' If 
we gave you your flour for nothing, you 
would hardly be able to produce bread at the 
Belfast price.”’ 

Mr. Lawson agreed. If any Dublin baker 
were to produce bread at Bid. he would be 
in the Bankruptcy Court within a year. 
Bread prices were low in Belfast because 
there had been a rate-war there. Public in- 
stitutions were certainly getting bread at less 
than 84d., but that was a concession. It 
was applying the principles of the Sermon on 
the Mount, 

Chairman—Oh, no, it is not. Do you 
suggest that all the public institutions are 
getting their bread on the -principles of the 
Sermon on the Mount?

The accused man resumed his evidence. 
He said he had been about an hour at 
Kelleher’s garage before he was held up. 
Describing the hold-up, he said he came out 
of the garage and saw a scuffle going on 
about fifteen. yards away. He recognised 
Walsh, but did not know the other four 
men. One of the four came over to him 
with a revolver in his hand and said: ‘‘ Are 
you driving this car?” Witness said he 
was.

He made witness 
drive over to where the other men were with 
Walsh, and the men then got into the car 
with Walsh, one of them sitting in front 
alongside witness, He could not say if 
Walsh was resisting: When they reached 
Ballyroe it was dusk, and he was made to 
drive the car about ten yards up a boreen.

VERY MUCH AFRAID. 


Cross-exgmined by Mr. Black, the accused 
man said_that he had been driving Dr.

Although two witnesses for the 
prosecution had stated there were two or 
three motor ‘cars outside the garage, he 
denied that there were any. e did not 
see Walsh being struck.

Did it occur to you that they might be 
going to kill him?—It did not. 

But it occurred to you that he might 
be in serious danger of ill-treatment ’—Yes. 

In answer to further questions, witness 
explained that the drive from the boreen to 
Tralee would only occupy about five minutes, 
and, if he had reported at once, the Guard 
could have been on the scene ten minutes 
after he left. 

Mr. Black—Under these circumstances, did 
you not think it your duty to try and do 
something to save this man?—That is why 
1 told Guard Vaughan;

WATERFORD WOMAN'S 
DEATH. 


—- -£— — 
SON CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


Patrick Dalton, a farmer, residing at 
Lyratian, eight miles from Cappoquin, was |, 
arrested yesterday on the charge of murder- 
ing his mother, Johanna Dalton, aged 79. 
The mother and son lived on a farm of 
40 acres at the foot of Dyrick mountain, 
and in the course of a dispute the son is 
stated to have attacked his mother, so that 
she fell and sustained injuries, as a result 
of which she died shortly afterwards. 

After the accident it is alleged that 
Dalton met a road worker, James Dalton, 
whom he asked to go to his house, as he 
said that he had hit his mother and did not 
know how she was. When James Dalton 
went to the house he found the woman 
sitting on a stool near the fire, with her 
head ing forward, but when he asked 
what had pened she was unable to reply, 
and died soon after, ‘The son then said that 
she was dead, and rushed out of the hoiise 
in a violent manner with a knife in his 
hand, and seid: “I wish I was dead. I'll 
cut my throat.” James Dalton took the 
knife from him, and later Patrick Dalton 
said that he was an unfortunate man, that 
after all he had done on the farm he should 
leave it now. He also said that he had 
kicked his mother, as she would not leave 


Dr. ite, Cappoguin, giving evidence at 
the inquest on the dead woman, said that 
when he arrived at the house she had been 
dead for soma time.. He found a punctured 
wound on the left temple, near the eye, 
which extended to the bone, while her right 
eve was blackened, and she had bruises and 
ubrasions on both legs Replying to 
Superintendent Quinlan, Lismore, he said 
that the punctured wound on the temple and 
the abrasions on the legs could have resulted 
from being kicked by a man’s boot. He 
added that he had been attending her for 
cardiac weakness for some years, and, while 
none of the wounds would have caused death, 
the injuries would have accelerated death. 

The Coroner, Dr, M. F. Moloney, then 
adjourned the uest in view of criminal 
proceedings, and later Patrick Dalton was 
charged in Ballinamult Barracks, before Mr. 
T. sn mi, P.C., with the murder, and

Cork, | 
last night, Dr ry Kennedy, ising 
Secretary, Irish papseniturel Organisation 
Society, Ltd., urged the use of a six per cent. 
admixture of skim milk powder in the two 
and a half million cwt. of flour that is used 
for bakers’ bread. This, he said, would 
necessitate the production of 150,000 cwt. of 
milk powder per annum, and correspond 
roughly to 18,000,000 gallons of skim milk, 
so that the adoption of the p i would 
open up quite a valuable outlet for what is, 
comparatively speaking, a new dairy product 
in this country. 

As the result of a close study of costings, 
Dr. Kennedy concludes that with, say, 
twelve plants suitably located so as to have 
continuous supplies of milk, each plant 
operating one and a half million gallons of 
milk per annum, the powder could be 
delivered to the flour mills at 26s. cwt., 
or ód. per lb., allowing to the producer 1d. 
a gallon íor skim milk, and leaving a sub- 
stantial margin of profit to the creamery. 

He pointed out that the only difference 
between separated milk and whole milk is 
absence bf the fat. The good of the milk is 
not removed with the fat, inasmuch as there 
is left the other essential ingredients which 
nature has evolved for the Cailding of the 
bone and muscle of the growing animal, 


PROPOSAL’S ADVANTAGES. 

“Milk in Our Daily Bread” was the title 
of the address, and Dr. Kennedy dealt with 
the matter írom the point of view of its 
advantages to the community through the 
production of a bread of higher dietetic value ; 
its advantages to the creamery industry, and 
its advantage to the national economy. 

He qnoted various authorities in support 
of his plea fer greater milk consumption, 
and mentioned that in England the immediate 
ideal aimed at was the consumption of at 
least 14 pints of milk per head per day, as 
against the present .4 of a pint. This would 
be approximately 57 gallons of milk per 
annum per head. i 

How did we stand here with regard ta 
milk consumption among our urban popula- 
tion. Statistics give an average consumption 
of 20 gallons, or one-third of the English 
ideal. ir that was the ave , said Dr. 
Kennedy, the consumption of milk among the 
poorer classes must be very low, indeed. The 
consumption of butter fat seems to be reason- 
ably satisfactory; the deficiency was, there- 
fore, most apparent in the milk solids not fat. 


THE ADMIXTURE. 


The consumption of the milk solids not fat, 
ao vital to adequate nutrition, could be 
materially increased by the addition of milk 
powder to flour for breadmaking. Milk 
powder was merely the milk (in this case 
separated milk), with the moisture removed, 
one. gallon of milk producing, approximately, 
llb. of milk powder, All experiments weut 
to show that the food value of milk was not 
seriously affected by pasteurisation or by the 
heat necessary for drying. ‘There was a cer- 
tain amount of controversy on the subject, 
but there was a ment that any difference 
was not appreciable. 

There was, he said, nothing new in milk 
bread, as two-thirds of the flour made into 
bread in this conntry was made into milk 
bread. The amount of milk actually added 
in home baking would be approximate to an 
addition of from 6 to 7 per cent. of milk 
powder to the flour. Taking the normal con- 
sumption of bread, a mixture of 6 per cent. 
of milk powder would, in the opinion of Dr. 
Kennedy, almost double the average con- 
sumption-of milk solids other than fat of our 

tion, and would go far to fill 
their dietetic needs in respect of milk con- 
sumption, 


GERMANY’S EXAMPLE. i 
Neither was there ME new in the ad- 
dition of separated milk powder for bread- 
making. A considerable business is done in 
the United States in what is called “ dairy 
bread,” and there is in Germany ae compul- 
sory law for the incorporation of a certain 
proportion of milk powder in bread.

ing them off the land, ploughing, sowing 
and top-dressing meadows. 


WINTER FOODSTUFFS 


PLENTIFUL, 

Reports received by the De t of 
Agriculture at the close of last month indi- 
cated that the prospects for wintering stock 
were exceptionally good, Ample supplies of 
good hay, home-grown grain, mangels, and 

tatoes are in reserve on most farms, and 
he supply of turnips, although below the 
average, is considerable. 

Owing to the comparative mildness of the 
season, pastures provided a fair amount of 
keep, rendering it unnecessary to make any 
serious inroads upon the supplies of winter 
feeding stuffs. lLive-stock were reported 
generally to be healthy and in fair ition. 

© serious outbreaks of disease were notified 
from any quarter. 


GRAIN SUPPLIES. 

The final yields of wheat were reported to 
be slightly below those of last year, but the 
grain was of exceptionally good uality and, 
although small, was hard and ay. Prices 
varied from 15s. to 17s. 6d. per barrel, 
according to bushel weight and district, al- 
tnough in some outlying districts lower 

rices were obtained. 

The final yields of oats were appreciably 
lower than in 1932, especially on light soils, 
but the grain was drier than usual. The 
general experience was that a larger propor- 
tom than usual of the grain did not in out. 
Demand for oats this season was abnormally 
dull everywhere, and prices low, and were it 
not for the recent legislation reguiring the 
maize millers to mix home-grown grain with 
maize meal, oats might have been a drug on 
the market. 

In order further to stimulate the move- 
ment and price of oats, the Government 
acopted a scheme towards the close of No- 
vember under which, subject to certain con- 
ditions specified therein, merchants purchas- 
ing white oats bushelling 40lb. or over at 
ds. per barrel would be guaranteed against 
loss on all the oats of that quality in excess 
of 50 barrels which might remain on their 
hands unsold in June next. About 100 of 
the principal grain merchants throughout the 
country 4 ony under the scheme, under- 
taking to bay on these conditions. 

The returns from those merchants detailin 

tneir purchases for the first month in whic 
the scheme will have been in operation will 
not be due until a later date, and it is, 
therefore, impracticable to state what effect 
the scheme has had up to the present. 

Barley proved a good crop. About 60 per 
cent, of the grain was sold to maltsters. A 


| fair quantity was reserved by growers for 


their own use, and the balance was either 
sold.or is still available for feeding. 

The prices obtained for feeding barley 
ranged from lls. ód, to 138. 6d. per barrel. 


GOOD QUALITY FLAX. 
Reports from Donegal indicate that the 
flax crop has given a good yield of fibre of 
satisfactory quality. In County Monaghan 
very little flax has been scutched; some of the 
water milis at which such work is usnally 
carried out not having sufficient water to 
enable them to operate. Any already 
scutched gave satisfactory yields, Demand 
for fibre is slow, at prices ranging from 6Ós. 
to 70s. per cwt. 


POTATOES KEEPING WELL, 

The yield of the potato crop generally, 
although below that of last year, was rather 
above the average, and the quality on the 
whole was very good, with comparatively 
little disease. The tubers were pitted under 
excellent conditions, and were reported to be 
keeping well in pit and store. During the 
month there was a fair inquiry for certified 
seed. Shipping trade in ware potatoes was 
slow during the month, the principal demand 
being for home consumption. 


MANGELS; TURNIPS AND SUGAR- 
BEET. 

Mangels yielded fairly well up to average, 
and the quality of the roots was generally 
sound and good. Turnips continued irregular, 
show ing the effects of fairly widespread 
attacks of ' mildew’ and “ finger-and-tee '' 
disease, and the yield was definitely below 
the average. 

The yield of the sugar-beet crop was good 
on heavy lands, but not so satisfactory on 
lighter soils, particularly where attacks of 
crown-rot occurred. On present indication it 
would appear probable that the sugar content 
may approximate to that of last year, which 
reached a ‘‘record’’’ figure. 


WINTER CEREALS AND CATCH 
CROPS. 

Reports from almost every district indicate 
that a very much larger area has been sown 
with winter wheat than at the corresponding 
period last year, and that further sowings 
will be made in many areas as soon as the 
root crops have been finally cleared from the 
land. Sales of wheat seed are also reported 
to have been much in excess of those of inst 
year. The sowings were made under fxvou-- 
able conditions. Those made in October, 
although damaged to some extent by the 
“og “ii of birds, had brairded at the end 
of November, and were looking vigorous and 
healthy. 

The area under catch crops Was reported to 
about the same as last year's. 


TREND OF LIVE-STOCK PRICES. 


The provincial fairs held during the month 
were of average size, with the usual 
attendance of buyers. Store cattle, showing 
quality and condition, were im fair demand, 
particularly young heifers suitable for breed- 
ing; other sorts moved sluggishly. Fat 
cattle were in moderate request. Springers 
and freshly calved cows met a quiet trade.

A Bankrupt Dominion. 
Yesterday the House of Commons 
gave a second reading to one of the 
most remarkable bills in the history of 
the British Empire. It concerns not only 


the finances, but the future government of 


' the oldest Dominion of the Commonwealth. 
i For at least twelve years the financial 


position of Newfoundland has been 
parlous. Three years ago things had 
reached such a pass that the Dominion 
besought the Imperial Government to send 
out a financial adviser; and early in this 
year a Royal Commission, at the almost 
desperate insistence of Newfoundland, 
was dispatched to study the country’s 
economic conditions, The Commission, 
which consisted of three members, under 
the chairmanship of Lord Amulree, pub- 
lished its report a couple of wecks ago, 
and a deplorable state of affairs was 
revealed therein. Newfoundland’s total 
population is little more than a quarter 
of a million, but the public debt of the 
island amounts to no less a figuxe than 
£20;746,000. The interest charge on this 
sum is £1,000,000 a year, with an addi- 
tional £28,000 as provision for sinking 
fund. The existing burden of public debt 
is likely to cause a recurrent Budget 
deficit of £600,000, cr nearly one-quarter 
of the Dominion’s entire revenue, until 
world conditions revert to normal. Such 
a debt, is fat beyond the 
country's capacity.

When the 
late Government decided to establish a 
sugar factory in Carlow the contract was 
given to a foreign group. A magnificent 
factory was built—one of the most modern 
“and most efficient of its kind in the world 
—but all the principal posts were given to 
foreigners. At the beginning it~ was 


inevitable that outsiders should have 
control, because there were no available 


| be as good as any foreigners, and we feel 


strongly that the Free State Government 
should take steps to ensure their ultimate 
employment in all the industries which it 
is bringing to life. Foreign experts un- 
doubtedly are necessary, for. purposes of 
training, but there is nothing very 
mysterious, for instance, in the sugar busi- 
ness; and any Irish engineer of average 
intelligence ought to be able to pick it up 
within the space of a year. Unless Irish- 
men can find employment in the new 
industries—rot merely as hewers of wood 
and drawers of water, but in well-paid 
posts—the Free States problem will 
remain unsolved. For that reason we 
welcome the present protest. It was stated 
that a committee would be formed to 
approach the Government, and we suggest 
that here is a matter in which the 
National University might make ‘common 
cause with her elder sister in College 
Green.

The Chinese Way. 

Since the Chinese invented the art of 
printing when early Britons wore woad, 
China’s claim to possess the oldest sur- 
viving newspaper need not take us by 
surprise. Beside this organ—the T'ching- 
Pao, of “eking—the oldest newspapers of 
Great Britain and lTvreland are mere 
infants. Our venerable contemporary 
claims the age of 1,022 years, assigning 
its birth to A.D. 911, when Edward the 
Elder, son of Alfred the Great, was King 
of England. If the Tching-Pao has pre- 
served its files for the whole, or a large 
part, of the last millenniad, they must 
constitute a priceless record of Chinese 
history; but it is probable that such 
records have perished in the long variety 
of sieges, massacres and conflagrations at 
Peking. Indeed, from the only other fact 
which is vouchsafed to us we must infer 


that, even beyond the lot of most news- | 


papers, the Tching-Pao had known a 
stormy and difficult career. It tells us, 
with a dispassionate brevity which is 
characteristic .of the Chinese spirit, that 
‘eight hundred of its editors have been 
beheaded.’’ The full grimness of this 
statement can be realised only through | 
a process of comparison. In the 867 years 
which have elapsed since the Norman 
Conquest thirty-eight monarchs have ruled 
over England. Since A.D, 596, when the 
See of Canterbury was founded, there have 
been only ninety-seven archbishops, 
although the succession has been un- 
broken and most of the archbishops, when 
appointed, were persons of mature age. 
Yet in 1,022 vears—a far shorter period— 
the Tching-P'ao has been edited bv 800 
persons, excluding such unspecified editors 
as may have escaped execution. Their 
average term of office, therefore, was about 
fifteen months—but the Tching-l’ao 
‘“‘earried on.” Through 1,022 years one 
dauntless journalist after another, know- 
ing full well the fate of all his predeces- 
sors, took his office, did his job for a few 
fleeting months, and went calmly to the 
block. Can our Western newspapers, 
which sometimes brag unduly about their 
achievements, show any such record of 
secular heroisin ? 


Sport and Politics. 


There seems to be no limit to the 
ingenuity of the Hungarian people 
in their protests against the sup- 
posed iniquities of the Treaty of 
Trianon. Now a Magyar athlete, 
named Anton Lovas, who is a famous 
Marathon runner, is organising a run from 
Budapest to London as a demonstration in 
favour of revision. The distance of, 
roughly, a thousand miles will be covered 
in relays as far as Flushing. Apparently, 
the idea of swimming across to England 
has been abandoned, and the doughty 
runner will cross the North Sea in the 
ordinary packet boat, to resume his dash 
from Dover to London. M. Lovas has 
declared that he can cover the distance in 
twenty days—running fifty miles a day 
—and if, after that feat, a hard-hearted 
British public refuses to tear up the 
Trianon Treaty, Hungary will not think 
much of it. Certainly this project suggests 
interesting possibilities. Here is a magnifi- 
cent opportunity for some of the opponents 
of the Anglo-Irish Treaty in this country. 
A brisk trot from Dublin—ria the mail 
boat and, say, the Newhaven-Dieppe 


service—to Peking or Vladivostok would | 


provide admirable exercise for some of our 
more blatant politicians, and might be 
more useful in the long run than the 
process of running around in circles, which 
appeals to so many of them at present.

TO THE KBDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sm,—Philanthropist that he is, Mr. de 
Valera appears to be establishing foreigners 
in business in the Free State, while numbers 
of the irish whom his heart yearns over are 
being dispossessed.

My business, 
declining for some sixteen months, has done 
so in an alarming manner since Juve last, 
and appears in a fair way to fade out al- 
together. I cannot, even if I would, foist my- 
self on the dole fund, as, being an “owner, - 
I never registered for unemployment benefit. 
Probably there are hundreds~in a like post 
tion 

The need, like some more, is to Mr. de 
Valera's hand. He might turn his thoughts 
from the factories for a bit—the articles they 
produce cost us more than ever before—and 
might provide a bounty on small-business 
losses, as well as on turkeys. Even if they do 
not discover themselves, the losers can easily 
enough be traced, and that “ bounty ” would 
in many cases allay anxiety during Christmas. 
In others it might even give courage sufficient 
for the women—and men—to go on fighting 
what appears to be a losing game.—Yours,

REGULATIONS. 


ACT COMES INTO FORCE 
IN. FEBRUARY, 


———— 
EAVY penalties will be imposed on 


drivers and owners of mechanically- 
propelled vehicles in the Free State if they 
are not covered by a third-party insurance 


| bis or a guarantee after February 1st, 
933. 


These provisions are made by the Road 
Traffic Act, 1933, and it is of great im- 
rtance that all motorists should 
amiliarise themselves with the regulations 
which have been issued by the Stationery 


| Office Dublin, under the title ‘“ The Road 


Traffic (Third-Party Risks) Regulations, 
1933.’ A pamphlet summarising the com- 
pulsory insurance sections has also been 
published by the Free State Department 
of Local Government, and this will, un- 
doubtedly, prove very useful to all drivers 
of motor cars. 

Under the Act it is an offence for a 
mechanically-propelled ‘vehicle to be 
driven unless there is in force an insur- 
ance policy or a guarantee or a combined 

licy and guarantee by which the 
iability for injury to third parties caused 
by negligent driving of the vehicle is 
covered, This “ cover’’ must be issued 
by an insurance company or guarantee 
corporation which has made a deposit o! 
£15,000 with the Accountant of the Courts 


of Justice in the Free State, and must be 
unlimited as regards personal injury sus- | 


tained by third parties. It “may, how- 
ever, be limited “to £1,000 in the case of 
damage to property belonging to third 
parties, 


LIABILITY. 


Both the owner and the driver of a 
mechanically-propelled vehicle, which is 
driven without the necessary insurance 01 
guarantee, are guilty of an offence, subject 
to the following defences :— 

(1) If the driver proves that he was a 
servant of the owner and was driving in 
obedience to the express orders of the 
owner. 

(2) If the owner proves that the vehicle 
was driven without his consent, and that 
he had taken all reasonable precautions 
to prevent it being so driven, or that the 
driver was his servant and was acting im 
contravention of his orders. (The = fact 
that the vehicle was taken without the 
owner's consent is not sufficient defence 
in itself). 

Owners are, in general, liable for the 
acts of their servants. Persons lending 
their vehicles to friends will be liable as 
if such friends were their servants. Owners 
must, therefore, ascertain whether their 
insurance or guarantee covers their liability 
in respect of their vehicles being driven 
by other persons before they lend their 
cars. Third party cover, as required by 
the terms of the Act, extends to passengers 
in public service vehicles, but not to 
passengers in other vehicles, 


PASSENGERS, 

Despite the fact that the Act does not 
compel insurance or guarantee in respect 
of passengers in vehicles, other than public 
service vehicles, such passengers may be 
in a position to prosecute claims, and the 
majority of motor car owners will, there- 
fore, consider it prudent to protect them- 
selves against that and other risks which 
the Act does not require to be covered. It 
should be noted that the Act is not designed 
to cover all claims arising out of negligent 
driving of mechanically-propelled vehicles. 

When applying for licences for their 
vehicles owners must produce a certificate, 
issued by the. insurance company or 
guarantors, showing that the vehicle has 
been covered. When so requested drivers 
must produce their certificate of insurance 
to the Civic Guards; if the certificate is 
not on the car, they must attend at a Civic 
Guard station within five days and produce 
the certificate. The intention is, of course, 
that the certifieate should be carried in the 
same manner as a motor driver’s licence. 


REPORTING OF ACCIDENT. 
_ An accident must be reported to the 
insurance company within forty-eight 
hours of its occurrence. If the person 
driving at the time of an accident is not 
the owner, he must inform the owner as 
soon as possible after the accident. Non- 
compliance with these regulations renders 
the offender liable to a fine. 

If.a Civic Guard is not present to take 
details of an accident immediately after 
its Occurrence, the driver of the vehicle 
concerned is required to report the facts 
of the case to the nearest Guard barracks. 

The penalties for driving without in- 
surance or guarantee are :— 

First Offence: A fine not exceeding £50 
or imprisonment up to three months, or 
both. 

Subsequent Offences: A fine up to £100 
or six months’ imprisonment, or both. 

In addition to the above penalties, if 
negligent driving is proved and injury 
caused to persons or property, a fine in 
lieu of damages, with imprisonment for a 
period up to six months in default. of pay. 
ment, may be im

A N important legal question concerning 
the payment of estate duty in the 
Free State and Northern Ireland was 
raised in an action which came before Mr. 
Justice Brown in the King's Bench Divi- 
sion, Belfast. to-day. The question was 
one of jurisdiction, and arose out of a 
dispute between the Revenue authorities 
in Northern Ireland and the Free State. 

The Northern Ireland Ministry of 
Finance were the plaintiffs in the suit, 
the defendant being Lieutenant-Colonel 
William Eric Walker, of 17 Framlington 
place, Newcastle-on-Tyne, -who is the last 
surviving executor of his mother, Mrs. 
Barbara Walker. 

The claim was brought to recover a sum 
of £98 12s., made up of £81 13s. 7d. 
estate duty and £16 18s. 5d. interest up 
till July 3 last. 


THE ISSUE, 


The Attorney-General (the Right Hon. 
A. B. Babington, K.C., M.P.) explained 
that the issue was purely a legal one, 
depending entirely on the facts, which 
were admitted. Mrs. Barbara Walker died 
on February 25, 1928, leaving a will dated 
September 25, 1923, under which she left 
all her property to her daughter, Norah 
Hamley, for life, with a gift for her grand- 
daughter, Barbara Hamley, absolutely. 

The deceased woman, who was domiciled 
in Northern Ireland, appointed the 
defendant in that suit and her daughter, 
Norah, as executors. Her assets included 
3,301 Preference Shares and 4,341 
Ordinary Shares in the Greenmount and 
Boyne Linen Company, which was situated 
in the Free State. 


JUDGMENT. 


Mr. Justice Brown said that it was a 
very important case, and the point at 
issue was one that would, perhaps, be 
raised frequently in the administration of 
the law in this country. It was, perhaps, 
unfortunate that it should come up for 
decision in a case in which the estate was 
so small. In the present case Mrs. Walker 
died on February 25, 1928, and before the 
executors had time to prove and 
administer the estate the daughter, Norah, 
died on April 28, 1928. 

The question he had to decide was what 
proprietary interest had Nora in her 
mother’s estate. It was contended by the 
Crown in Northern Ireland that they were 
entitled to a sum of, roughly, £100. On 
behalf of the defence, it was contended 
that the interest which Nora Hamley took 
in her mother’s estate was a real interest, 
and that the property vested in her was 
liable to estate duty in the Free State, and 
that estate duty having been paid in the 
Free State, they were not liable for estate 
duty in Northern Ireland. 


QUESTION FOR DECISION. 


That was the question he had to decide, 
and he was satisfied that after the death of 
Mrs. Walker her daughter, Nora Hamley, 


had a proprietary interest in her mother’s 


estate, and, being in the Free State, she 
was liable for duty in the Free State, and, 
therefore, not liable in Northern ireland. 
Consequently, he would give judgment for 
the defendant witlr costs.

E surrender of thirteen thousand men 

in the sodden wilderness known as 
the Gran Chaco—the “ Great Hunting 
Ground '’—is believed to have brought 
virtually to an end the dispute which has 
disturbed relations between Bolivia and 
Paraguay for half a century. 

A black cloud of mourning and despair 
hangs over La Paz, the capital of Bolivia, 
following the Government's admission 
that its troops have suffered a series of 
defeats, telegraphs Reuter’s Correspondent 
in Santiago de Chile. Special precautions 
have been ordered under the emergency 
law, as an anti-Government outburst is 
feared. 

Bolivia is believed to have sustained her 
worst reverse. The Official Government 
communiqués refer to ‘‘strategic retire- 
ment, transportation difficulties, and in- 
tense enemy bombardments.’’ Reports 
from Antofagasta (North Chile) speak of 
““a complete Bolivian disaster.’’ 


GERMAN GENERAL GOES. 
The Government has called up fresh 


reserves, and the German General Kundt 
has been relieved of his command of the 
Army. 

At the same time twenty thousand 
people in Asuncion are celebrating Para- 
guay’s victory, according to a Reuter 
message from that capital. The Minister 
of War states that the Chaco fighting is 
virtually at an end, and that the Bolivian 
Army has been completely routed. 

If this latest battle does actually prove 
decisive, it will end for a time a dispute 
which has been going on for at least fifty 
years, ‘Fighting, with much bloodshed, 
broke out in 1929, but a truce was patched 
up temporarily. Then the dispute flared 
up again, and has continued ever since, 
despite efforts by the League of Nations 
and neutral Powers to bring about a 
settlement. 

A successful issue to the war would have 
meant much to Bolivia. Although her 
western border is so close to the Pacific, 
she is hemmed in by Peru and Chile, and 
for that reason she has sought to establish 
her eastern boundary along the Paraguay 


river, which would have given her an 


‘outlet to the Atlantic Ocean.

AN URGENT 
‘QUESTION. 


——- 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
‘says :— There is no question of more urgent 
or more vital interest to the country than 
that which the House of Commons is to 
discuss to-day. Dr. Leech will ask 
members to express the grave concern 
with which they view the present depres- 
sion in the shipping and shipbuilding 
industries, due largely to uneconomic 
State-assisted competition, and to urge the 
Government to-take immediate steps to 
assist and defend those vital and im- 
portant industries. Mr. Runciman 1s 
expected in his reply to state the policy 
of the Government, whose spokesmen 
during the past few days have made it 
clear, not only that they recognise the 
| gravity of the situation, but also that they

remedy. 

The immediate necessity is to find a way 
of helping British shipping to meet forms 
of competition which are recognised as 
both umeconomic and unfair, and 
which they cannot be. expected to 
meet without assistance. For that pur- 
pose it is, perhaps, more important 
even than the choice of 
for the Government to make it clear to 
the foreign countries concerned that they 
are determined to secure fair play for an 
industry upon which, more than upon any 
other, Great Britain depends for her 
prosperity and her security, and this can 
only be done by action. So long as that 
determination is expressed merely in 
words it will be just as ineffective as were 
the efforts of successive Governments to 
secure fair play for British trade from 
protectionist countries until the British 
market was protected in its turn. 

There are routes where British ships are 
in imminent danger of being driven by 
foreign State-aided competition out of a 
trade which has been created and deve- 
loped by British shipping enterprise. In 
such cases, as a measure of immediate 
self-defence, it may be necessary to meet 
subsidies with subsidies, in order to 
restore fair competition. No one in this 
country wants to see subsidies adopted as 
a permanent policy. Everyone will be 
glad if it is found possible to abstain from 
using them, even as a temporary measure.

AILORS from H.M. destroyer Van- 
quisher and soldiers of the Free State 
Army worked side by side at a fire which 
damaged five houses on Fast Beach, a 
narrow street in Queenstown, last night. 
The fire, which broke out shortly alter 
six o’clo:k, was first noticed by three 
people who were. walking along the street. 
They saw flames rising through a grating 
in the pavement in front of Mr. 
Anderson’s butcher's’ shop, and began 
knocking on the door to attract the atten- 
tion of two families who Jived in the upper 
part of the three-storeyed house. As no 


attention was paid to their knocking they © 


broke down the door and ran upstairs. 

By this time the fire, which had appa- 
rently staited in a cellar beneath the 
shop, had secured a hold on the building, 
an old structure, and the occupants—a 
Mr. and Mrs. Murphy and four children— 
had to pass down through the smoke-filled 
building from their apartments, while 
another resident—a Mr. Murray—made 
his way to safety down a drain pipe. 


| CORK BRIGADE

STRANDED TRAWLER.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday, 


SECOND READING | CAMP 


R. J. H. THOMAS moved the second’ 


reading of the Newfoundland Bill, 


which provides for the administration 


of the Dominion by a Governor-in-Counciliand 
for financial assistance from the Hpme 
Government. He said that the Newfoundland 
Commission had paid two visits to the 
country, and had exarhined 260 witnesses. ‘I'he 
proposed Administrative Council would con- 
sist of three members noniinated by the 
British Government and three nomimated by 
Newfoundland, and it would act under the 
Chairmanship of the Governor-General. 

When the financial resolution “was under 
discussion, he said, Mr. Maxton asked how 
they could expect any real change for the 
better under a Governor-Gentral who was 
responsible, with others, for the corruption 
indicated in the report of the Commission. It 
was most unfair to connect the present 
Governor, who only went to Newfoundland 
in January last, or, indeed, any previous 
Governor, with the bad administration. ‘he 
Governor-General could only accept the advice 
of his Ministers. 

Mr. Wedgwood *{Labour) inquired if the 
members of the Council would be removable 
by the Dominions Secretary ! 

"Mr. J. H. Themas—'lo talk about removing 
anybody on the-second reading of the bill is 
a thing which has never entered my head, 
but. of eourse, the final authority 1s the 
Secretary of State for Dominion Affairs. 
Proceeding to justify the proposals in the bill, 
Mr. Yhomas said that the default of one of 
our own Dominions would have most serious 
repercussions, which would be more damaging 
in their financial effect than the course it was 
proposed to take. 


REJECTION MOVED. 


Major Attlee (Labour) moved the rejection 
of the bill on the ground that it imposed an‘ 
unjustifiable burden on the British taxpayers 
by the provision of grants and guarantees in

Sir E. Grigg (Conservative) suggested that 
during the period of ‘transition there should 
be some representation of the Domimion in the 
Imperial Parliament. 

Mr.’ Maxton (Labour) said that there was 
something behind all this which mystified him. 
Newfoundland, which might be considered a 
distressed area, ad only a quarter of the 
population of Glasgow, and yet, whilst the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer could only find 
£300,000 for the distressed areas in. Great 
Britain, the British taxpayer was being asked 
to shoulder the whole outstanding debt of 
Newfoundland.

FREE TRADE POLICY, 


Down till 1931 Great Britain maintained a 
policy of free trade, because this was re- 
garded as the only possible policy for a sub- 
stantial creditor nation which wished to 
enable her foreign debtors te continue paying 
their debts. Since 1931 British policy was in 
a dilemma. A policy of reduced imports and 
a less unfavourable balance of trade seemed 
| necessary if) she was to face up’ to her own 
American debt obligations, The only way of 
achieving this result that orthodox finance 
would allow her to use was the method of 
fiscal impediments to imports on an Empire 
and also on a national basis. It was realised 
that this might drive foreign debtors to 
despair and repudiation, and even make 
things difficult for Commonwealth debtors, 
but it had been decided, not without misgiv- 
ing, to take the risks involved in the new 
policy. The method of allowing increased im- 

rts from all external countries, and paying 
or them by the sale of foreign investments, 
while meanwhile the unemployed were set to 
work in creating new capital assets at home, 
was foolishly confused with “ living on one’s 
capital,’? and was only considered patriotic in 
war time, 


THE RISK. 


Hence Great Britain could only travel along 
this road towards imperial, or national, self- 
sufficieney by incurring the risk of having to 
abandon her foreign, 1f not her imperial, in- 
vestments. And this risk increased with every 
step travelled along that road. America and 
the Saorstat, in so far as they were following 
a similar policy, were running exactly the 
same risk. 

It was impossible yet to forecast the future 
of the great American experiment, It had not 
yet abandoned the discredited methods of«# 
merely fiscal economic nationalism. Tinkering 
with the monetary mechanism had; given a 
temporary relief, with no proRtise of per- 
manence. The immense gold reserves and 
foreign assets of America “still remained un- 
used, but if and when’ the 
scale public expenditure on productive publi¢ 
works was put in force, "imports from abroad 
might be stimulated, gold and foreign assets 
might have te be sold in payment for them, 


and the sittiation might be relieved at home 
and abroad. 


TOWARDS CHAOS, 


A licy of national self-sufficiency was 
feasible for the Free State in a greater degree 
than for Great Britain, becawse, hke Great 
Britain, they were a substantial creditor 
nation, while, unlike her, they were not in- 
volved in a world-wide net of financial and 
commercial entanglements. But if they used 
the method of fiscal policy alone, while failing 
to make use of their foreign assets, they 
would accomplish nothing of ermanent im- 
portance, but only intensify A des and dis- 
order in their national economy, and bring 
on themselves the disasters from which 
America was struggling to emerge. 

The way to achieve national self-sufficiency 


i 


| was to arrange their fiscal policy in such á 


way that.they would cease to export as soon 
as possib Imports would cease all right 
when exports had come to an end, but in the 
mpauwhile, if they wish to repatriate foreign 
investments, imports must show an enormous 
temporary expansion. If. they failed to allow 
imports, to increase as part of this process 
they, sterilised their most valuable asset, made 
a presént to the ‘foreigner’ of their foreign 
investments, and invited disturbances of their 
monetary system which would be disastrous, 
whether they took the form of appreciation or 
depreciation. 


THE BRITISH TAXES. 


The British taxes on their exports were a 
most valuable contribution. (co 4 policy of 
economic self-sufficiency; for, if not neutral- 
| ised by their own actions, they would rapidly 
bring their agricultural exports to an end. 
The, greater the reduction they could effect 
in their exports the smaller the target they 
presented to the arrows of Mr. Thomas. 

A ten-year plan of nationalsdevelopment in 
housing, reafforestation and-land reclamation 
would expand the home market, and enable 
the bulk of their export surplus of agricultural 
goods to be absorbed at home. 

Cattle export must continue, bit a national 
policy could, in the course of three or four 
years, cut down the normal export to about 
| 350,000 per annum. 
| The real object of the British taxes was to 
| ‘‘larn”’ us by throwing a spanner into our 
| economic works. They had succeeded in their 
alleged financial object only because the Free 
State Government had co-operated with the 
British in making the hostile taxes per- 
manently effective by feeding the stream of 
the Free State’s exports at the taxpayers’ 
expense. 

Intelligently applied. Sinn Fein principles 
required that their exports should be allowed 
to dry up as quickly as possible, and then 
Mr. Thomas would have nothing left to tax.

Mr. Lemass, Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that no govern- 
ment outside Russia had power to regulate 
details of economic life.

NEW STATE TO BE 
“ EXTIRPATED.” 


HREE-QUARTERS of a million Chinese

the hands of some four hundred young Chinese 
who have studied Communism in Moscow 
and Habarovsk. Their rule is a challenge 
to the old civilisation of China. They are 
striving to abolish private enterprise and the 
influence of the family. Their régime'is said 
to be enforced by terrorism. At thei ital, 
Juiking, resides the Central Commi r, 
appointed by the Executive Council of the 
mmunist Party in China 

There a Communist daily newspaper is 
ublished. A “Lenin” school has been 
ounded, and a “Military and Political In- 
stitute” trains officers and commissars, Fach 
district and village in this “Red” region 
possesses its own Congress and Executive Com- 
mittee, watched over and controlled by a 
party adviser. The land has been redistributed 
on the basis of three acres to cach family of 
five adults—but all timber and scrub on the 
mountains is reserved for the State. 

In the towns a census has been taken of 
room space, and lodgings are allotted to 
families irrespective of previous ownership. 
The shops are ran on a Soviet or co-operative 
basis, employés being on equal terms with 
their employers. All prices are State con- 
trolled so as to eliminate private profit and 
enterprise. 


A “RED ARMY.” 


The “ Workers’ and Peasants’ Red Army,” 
under Chu Teh musters 70,000 men. They 
are uniformed, well armed and possess plenty 
of machine guns. But their home-made 
powder is reported to be of poor quality. 
Washerwomen, guides, carrier coolies, and 
stretcher-bearers have been organised to 
follow them throughout the campaign. They 
are preceded into action by a uniformed but 
badly armed “Red Protection Army” 
numbering 100,000 men. These fighters, bear- 
ing spears, knives or bayonets, are conscripted 
from the peasantry and used as skirmishers. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION. 


The Nanking Government has set itself the 
task of destroying this Soviet State. Chiang 
Kai-shek, commander-in-chief of the Nanking 
armies, and virtually the driving force of the 
Government, has decreed that he will 
extirpate this Communist State root and 
branch, 

He is carrying out an enveloping movement. 
He has mobilised 600,000 men for his opera- 
tions, 200,000 are concentrated on a front 
of 350 miles. Cantonese troops in the South 
and Hunanese in the West are under orders 
to prevent the “ Reds”’ from escaping. 

He has built military roads to connect his 
positions. . He has constructed nine aero- 
dromes in Kiangsi alone. Pilots have been 
undergoing intensive training throughout the 
past year. About 100 new American and 
Italian bombers are ready to launch destruc- 
tion on the Communist towns and villages.

Known as the Universal Bazaar (states Reuter 
from Moscow), it stands in the heart of the 
city’s shopping centre. It has already proved 
immensely popular. On the opening day 
10,000 people “invaded” the store in the 
space fare hours. : 

Only foreign coin or currency is accepted in 
payment—a regulation which is having the 
effect of releasing large sums of hoarded 
money. All articles for sale are priced at 10, 
as, 50 or 75 kopecks, or a rouble, Cheques 
for these amounts may le obiained from a 
vashier and are honoured at the counlers. 

Novelties which cannot be obtained else- 
where in the U.S.S.R. are on sale in illumin- 
ated show cases. There are fountain pens, 
imported gramophone records, thermos flasks, 
novelty belts for women, fancy buttons, soaps 
and perfumes, rubber aprons, and many othar

STATEMENT OF 
HERR KRUPP. 


EXPLOSIVES 
SHORTAGE IN 1914. 


From “Tug Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT,; 


FRANKFORT, Tuesday. 
HE trial at the Court of Munchen Glad- 
HG bach, in the Rhineland, of Dr. Hohn, 
former general manager of the Peoples’ 
Union for Catholic Germany; of Professor 
Dessauer, a leading deputy of the former 
Centre Party, and of the latter's private 
secretary, Dr. Knecht, who are accused of 
fraudulent management of the affairs of the 
Union, has now entered the political stage. 

Dr. Hohn is being tried in his absence, as 
he is now in Austria. 

During the review of Professor Dessauer’s 

NA past, nis relations with a man named 
Muhlon came up for discussion. The latter 
was a manager in the Krupp Works at Essen 
during the first yedrs of the War, ard is 
alleged to have afterwards made in Switzer- 
land treasonable statements regarding German 
preparations tor war in a book entitled 
“ Europe’s Devastation.’’ Professor Dessauer 
was biamed for having recommended Herr 
Muhljon for a post in 1918. 
Herr Krupp von Bohlen, who ‘appeared 
yesterday as a former leader of the German 
armaments industry, gave evidence. He re- 
sar! with an emphatic denial when the 
"ublic Prosecutor asked whether the opera- 
tions of his company had already been ad- 
justed for war supplies six months before 
the outbreak of the war. How calmly he 
had viewed the political situation in 1914 
could be gathered, he said, from his visit 
to England, where, to his surprise, the possi- 
bility of war was being animatedly dis- 
cussed. He had always replied to ques- 
tions on the subject that war was not being 
spoken of in Germany; and, least of all, a 
war with England. 


SIX WEEKS’ STOCK, 

Asked again by the Public Prosecutor 
whether Germany had entered the war with- 
out a preparations, Herr Krupp replied 
that he had the definite impression that Ger- 
many was not prepared in the least. 

He also referred to a conversation during 
the first days of August, 1914, with a lead: 
ing chemist named Emil Fischer, who 
informed him that the country had only 
explosives for six weeks in view of the very 
small saitpetre stocks in the country. Until 
the beginning of 1915 Germany had to obtain 
from Scandinavia its. stocks of potassium 
nitrate. 

The lack of explosives had caused the loss 
of thousands of German lives at the front in 
1914. In his opinion, the activities of Herr 
Muhlon during the war had frequently frus- 
trated possibilities of peace being signed 
earlier. 

Before the great German spring offensive 
of 1918 he had explained to the Foreign Uttice 
that Germany was now playing out her last 
card, and had suggested an attempt to con- 
clude a favourable peace before the offensive. 
This suggestion had not met with response, 
and Muhion’s statements that Germany was 
on the verge of a revolution had discouraged 
her enemies from considering peace negotia- 
tions. 


TOBACCO COUPON 
WAR. 


NATIONAL CAMPAIGN 
‘ BE LAUNCHED. 
Plans for.a national coupon war by cut- 
price tobacconists on the big combines, to 
begin in the New Year, were revealed at 
Leeds on Monday, following a meeting at 
which g Northern Independent Tobacco 
Trades’ Association was formed. 
As soon as the gift schemes of the tobacco 
combines are repealed cut-price tobacconists 
will launch a national campaign to market 
their own gift coupon cigarettes. 
Large supplies, it was stated, will be 
manufactured by independent manufacturers 
in London, and they will be branded and 
marketed at popular prices to compete with 
popular brands now on the market. | 
The new body of cut-price tobacconists 
known as the Independent Tobacco Trades 
Association, is already established in 
London, and the Northern branch formed 
on Monday. has over 1,000 members from 
Leeds. Bradford, Hull, Middlesbrough, Black- 
pool, Manchester, Nottingham, Leicester and 
a score of other towns. . 
A further branch to cover Scotland is to 
be established in Glasgow. | 
Mr. J. Straskin, a member of the Executive 
Committee of the newly-formed Northern 
Association, said, ‘‘ We shall begin our cam- 
paign in the second week in January. We 
are launching the scheme with four brands 
of cigarettes. They will be sold at 2d. for a 
packet of five, and 4d. and 6d. for packets 
of ten, and there will be cartons of 20, which 
we shall sell at 104d. Coupons will be given 
with each packet, and the gifts will be similar 
in value to those given away at present by 
the combines.”’
